Businacss Failures,in 1875. 


The Mereantile Agency of Dun, 
Barlow & Co., which possesses excel- 
lent facilities for learning the condi- 
tion of the business interests, reports 
the total number of failures through- 
out the United States during the tirst 
half of the current year to have been 
4,377, With lisbilities amounting to 
374,940,000. Thisis not a large num- 
ber, out of over 350,000 business 
houses, whea we consider the pro- 
longed period of depression in trade 
aud general industry. Indeed the 
liabilities are less in amount than for 
six months in 1874 $2.675,000 
and lessthan for the six months 
of 1875, 359,308,000 though the numb: r 
of the suspensions is greater than in 
either of the two preceding years. 
‘The amount of liabilities 1s only $14,- 
412,000 largerthan in same period in 
1872, 1n the antepanic times. While 
this isa matter for congratulation, 
there is still cause for apprehension 
that all these months are passing, 
not only with very little money be- 
ing made in business but with profits 
insufficient to meet expenses incu:- 
red ina great majority of instances. 


There is need of still further re- 


trenchment in the expenses of busi- 
bess. It may be some consolation, 
however, to have the assurance that 
though trade is in a bad state here it 
is really no worse than itis in some of 
the leading countries of Europe, 
On this point the Agency affords tes- 
timony which fully corroborates that 
Which we have frequently given 
from the best publications on the 
other side of the Atlantic. Thus we 
are told that the liabilitles of parties 
who have tailed in London, Leeds 
and Manchester, Eugland, alone 
during the last ninety days reach the 
enormons aggregate of over S100,- 
HW O0O—25 per cent more than the 
linbilities involved in the failures in 
this country in double the time. In 
Canada the failures amount to over 
S00 with liabilities ofover 312,000,000,

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A Duel with Butcher Knives. 

From the Austin ( Texas) Statesman. 

Krom Serbin comes the news of the 
jinale of a fearful tragedy, and we are 
able to wather the following details in 
regard to it: Drs. Mallette sand Man- 
ning were both practising pliysicianus 
in the same neighborhood, and liad 
been living there for several years. 
Some litthe professional jealousies 
sprang up between them, and Mal- 
lette, in time, began totatk about the 
other doctor in what was regarded os 
an unjustifiable manner. He did mot, 
us itis said, confine his remarks ab- 
out Manningtohis professional ca- 
pacity alone, but had placed him ia a 
wrong social light before others, and 
had also indulged in reflections upon 
the character of a near female relative 
of Manning. Manning finally called 
upon Mallette to give an explanation 
of his course, Which resulted in an 
agreement between them to fight. 
They went to astore, selected each of 
them a butcher knife, and then seek- 
ingan open place, commenced a work 
ofcarnage. The knives didtheir work 
well, but before either was mortally 


wounded they were separated. Mal- 
le'te weltering in his gore, 
and Manning wreck of 


his former self. Though separated, 
and death in Manning’s case anpear- 
ingimminent, a fearful vengeance 
was mutually vowed upon the spot, 
and faithfully kept, asthe sequel 
shows. The combatants slowly re- 
covered from their wounds. Man- 
nnig’s neck had been almost sev- 
ered from his body, and in his recoy- 
ery he. became fearfully deformed, 
his head being drawn by the seyer- 
ing of the muscles entirely out of its 
proper position. He went to the 
town of Belton, in Bell county.
